Desire Fo r Peace 
^ MOSCOW, Au g. 3 —Sov iet Ru s­ 
sia threw on Japan’s shou lders to­ 
day the responsibility for fu rther 
conflict along the Siberian border. 
Ev en as she warned of possible 
“seriou s conseq u ences” if Japan­ 
ese “prov ocations” continu ed there 
were indications of her wish to 
reach a peacefu l settlement. 
A commu niq u e issu ed by Tass 
(official Ru ssian news agency ) 
declared “since thev ery beginning 
of the conflict the Sov iet gov ern­ 
ment has declared that it intends 
only to defend territory indis­ 
pu tably belonging to the Sov iet 
u nion . . . ” 
A newspaper which reliably re­ 
flects official opinion recalled the 
gov ernment had indicated a will­ 
ingness to redefine the bou ndary 
separating Siberia from Japanese 
Korea 
and 
Japanese-protected 
Manchou k u o. 
The commu niq u e accu sed Jap­ 
anese 
militarists 
of 
circu lating 
air raid reports “in order to ju s­ 
tify their repeated attack s on So­ 
v iet territory 
and

bear.” 
“The assu mption also is ex ­ 
pressed that Japanese militarists 
are encou raged in their prov oca- 
tional actions by certain Japanese 
diplomats,” the commu niq u e add­ 
ed.

frau ght with ex tremely seriou s 
conseq u ences, is regarded inev it­ 
able.”
